The aHate Constables Attacked ljr a Hob
A Rioter Shot and Kllled-T- he Con.

stable Arretted on the Charge of
Murder.

In law-abidli- ie New England took nl nr.n in West- -

field on Saturday night, and resulted In the
aeotn 01 one 01 tne citizens or the town. The
cause of the disturbance was a well planned and
eiMMuiiy executed rata upon a notorious gam- -

Diintz aen, vne raiders Deius? a party ol State con-
stabulary, under the direction of Deputy Samuel
Chapin, of this city, who claims that the killing
Was plainly an act of e on. his part.

The conbtables, arriving at WeJlfleld about 11
o'clock, saw lights In the room In the douond
Btory ot the old "I'ark House," where the sup-
posed piirublinir was Roing on. About 1115 the
constaltlps, uiiherilderi and unexpected, went
quietly up the front stairs into the building.
There were two doois between the stairway and
the room where the pamblors were at play, but
both weie at this time open. Tliey pased tn at
the first unheard, but before they rould reach
the second the gamblers pot wind of thlr near
approach, aud suddenly slammed the Inside door
in their laces. The constables, however, pushed
open the door by force, and lound themselves
in the midst of a very lively scene.

When the constable first entereJ the rooms
fts many as fifteen or sixteen were there, but
before the ofheers could make the arrests hull'
of them, inclndmfr Foster, the proprietor of the
place, escaped by going out upon a sloping
wooden piazza, and jumping thus to the ground.
Eight, however, were secured, and with them
Bouie three huudred "chips," a cue-keepe- and
o'her implements, comprising the complete out-
fit ot a faro bank in lull blast.

Meantime the gamblers who has escaped
spread liie news ot the raid, and by personal
exertions and by ringing the tire-be- ll on the en-gl-

house near by, t ailed together a cro a 1,

which constantly grew larger aiid larger, while
the excitement increased in a corresponding de-
cree. Celore there wa- - any disturbance, Jonu
11. Brooks, the man who was subsequently
killed, came up stairs into the room and said to
Constable Chapiu tbat the proprietor of the
place was a poor man, and that he ought not to
take away his "bank." Mr. Chapin replied that
Foster had a chance to get back the implements
from the Courts. Brooks appeared angry, but
made no particular reply.

As he went down, a man who had
nied him (a stranger to Mr. Chapin) whispered
very slyly in Mr. Chapin's ear, "Better look out
for yourself or they'll take your life!" A few
minutes later Brooks came up again aud toM
Chapin that Mr. Foster, tbe trial justice, would
be willing that ho (Brooks) should take care of
the gaming implements. Mr. Chapin repllo 1

decidedly that he couldn't permit any such
arrangement, when Brooks seemed very much
offended and swore roundly at the conrtables.
The same man who had warned Mr. Chapin be-
fore was with Brooks this time, and aaiu told
theconbtable to look out for himself, as serious
trouble was brewing.

Brooks then went down stairs and set on the
mob. Brickbats came flying in at the windows
uncomfortably thick and last, while the crowd
relied, 'Bring them out I" "Hang the consta-
bles!" and the gas was suddenly turned off",
leaving Constables, prisoners, and Justice in
darkness.

The turning off of the gas was tho signal for
fresh volleys of brickbats, some of which were
thrown with such force as to go smashing
through a wooden partition. Several of the
men inside were hit and severely bruised.
Taking advantage of a flurry, during which
most of the crowd (now augmented to nearly
five hundred men and bjys) had gone Into the
rear of tbe building, as it was reporte 1 that the
oflicers were leavnijr by the back stairs, the
constables and their prisoners went down the
front entrance; but had no sooner opened the
door than a man who was app-irentl- on the
watch shouted, "Here they are." The crowd
got the word in an instant, and comnieuccd a
grand rush through an alley for the front of
the building. From this time the throwing of
bricks was continuous, aud Mr. Chapin, who
was in front, was struck in the face aud several
times in other parts of the body.

Mr. Chapin, thluking ilia', he was over-
whelmed, retreated temporarily to a place two
doors sou'.h, and was going up an outside stair-
way, when a man stopped him with the en-

treaty, "For God's salve, don't come in here;
this is a boarding Loue." In quicker tlaie than
it takes to reau about it, the crowd werd tn
front ot the buildiuer a.?ain, shouting, amid a

wards him, Constable Ouipin shouted to tiem,
"I order you to disperse, in the name of tho
Commonwealth !'' at the same time drawing hii
pistol. This had no effect upon tho crowd, wflo
.vjeri tn around him. while Distal shots began to

be heard among them. The constables then told
their prisoners that they might take care of
themselves, as it was evident that they could
not bold them longer.

Believing that his life was in peril, Mr. Chapin
fired. He directed his first shot at a man who
was then preparing to hurl a brickbat at him,
and subsequently tired three more shots, in each
case at men who ha I an arm raised to throw a
br'ck. He did not know whether he shot usy
one, but was aware that they had a salutary
efkcU The crowd taw that it was gelting dan-

gerous for Item as well as the constable, and
cea cd to advauce, and quieted down very sud-

denly. During this temporary lull, the consta-

bles were able to get together again, and. by

the assistance of oue of the men whom they had
arrested, escaped by a roundabout way into
Canal street. On this street a man fired delibe-
rately at Mr. Chapin, but did not hit him. The
constables encountered no further violence, but
found their horses were spirited away, and they
accordingly started on foot aud walked ten miles
to this city.

Meantime the crowd were aware though the
nnstables were not that oue of the shots tired

bv Constable Chapin or some one in the crowd
(no other constable fired aoyl bad taken effect
in the thigh of John II. TJrooka. The ma;n
